Several Thousand Dollars Lost for Hig­ 
ginbotham Bros. & Co.—Fire Boys 
Fight Heroically. 


Just at 7:45 Wednesday evening 
the 
fire alarm was turned in, and 
it looked to those a short distance 
away that the whole block might 
be in the flames, and it was soon 
discovered 
that a destructive fire 
was sweeping through the lumber, 
hardware and implement depart­ 
ment of Higginbotham Broa. &Co. 
It seemed for more than an hour, 
that one of the 
principal business 
sections of the city would be wip­ 
ed from the earth, but quick work 
on the part of the fire department 
and 
the volunteer citizena, after 
an 
hour and half* 
work, hope 
teemed to be in favor of stopping 
the mad flames that had spread 
over a great 
deal 
of 
territory 
among the buildings in the 
yard. 


The Iota has been estimated at 
from $26,000.00 to $30,000.00, cov­ 
ered partially 
bv 
insurance, but 
which cannot be obtained at 
this 
time. The property destroyed con­ 
sisted of the entire hardware 
and 
implement 
department, 
three 
horses and one mule, hay barn con­ 
taining 2,000 bushels of oats and 
two or three cars of hay.

building the day before.

have returned, and the following

Green gives some interesting facts, 
especially of the extra large fami­ 
ly: 


Editor of the Comanche Chief: 


Having just returned 
from a 
visit 
to 
Arkansas, and thinking 
that some notes taken by the way 
might be of interest to your read­ 
ers, I will 
give a report 
of our 
trip. 
On 
Aug. 3rd, A- J. Isham 
and wife, Mrs. Mollie Coker, my 
wife and myself boarded the 9:45 
train at Comanche for Mena, Ark. 
The object of our trip was to vis­ 
it relatives and 
to 
attend 
the 
Green family reunion. 
When 
we 
left Comanche, the 
weather was hot and dry, the corn 
had already dried up and it looked 
like 
the cotton crop would be a 
failure. 
In fact, the prospects for 
the future for this country looked 
very gloomy to me. 
But we pro­ 
ceeded down the line, watching for 
signs of rain and when m a r Gran­ 
bury, we noticed the ditches along 
the railroad were filled with water 
and 
we were 
told th a t they had 
a fine rain the evening before. 
We 
left Ft. Worth at 7 p. rn., 
and traveled all the way to Texar 
kana in hhe night; therefore, could 
not see 
how 
things looked, but 
were told that crops were 
fairly 
good. 


Going North from Texarkana on 
the 
K. C, S. R. R. 12 miles we 
crossed Red river. 
In 
the 
river 
bottoms crops were fine, but out 
the bottoms 
we passed through a 
strip of country of 30 miles that 
was so poor that it did 
not 
look 
like it would produce anything but 
chilla and bull frogs. 
When 
we 
got to 
the hills and reached the 
beautiful little city of 
DeQueen, 
the county site af Sevier 
countv, 
Ark,, we felt like w2 had reached 
the land of fruits, flowers and veg­ 
etables. 
And from there to Mena, 
I never saw tuch enormous fruit 
crop. 
Of course the elherta peach 
trees had 
been relieved of their 
burden, had 
either 
been 
picked 
and 
shipped 
or gotten ripe and 
fallen off. But other varieties were 
so heavily bladed that 
the 
trees 
were breaking all to pieces. 


We 
arrived 
at 
Mena Sunday, 
Aug. 4th. and found several of our 
connection 
that 
lived there and 
some 
that had gotten there from 
d i f f e r e n t i a l s and were anxiously 
awaiting our arrival. 
It is need­ 
less to say 
(hat we were glad to 
meet them. 
We 
bunched up and 
visited around from place to place 
until Aug. 13th, when we had our 
formal reunion and picnic, and we 
had a grand tin.e, with 120 of our 
F ather’s descendants present and 
448 absent, making a grand

of 598 of our Father and Mother’s 
descendants now living. 
At this 
meeting, there were 
50 births, 7 
deaths and I marriages

for the last 12 months.

of marriageable age, and as it is 
not characteristic of the Greens lo 
be old maids or bataelots. we ex- 
pjct to have several 
marriages to 
report next year.

ton receipts, and we call upon 
our senators and representatives 
in congress to urge the incorpor­ 
ation of such provision in any 
act which congress 
may pass 
providing for 
emergency 
cur­ 
rency. 


We recommend that the next 
legislature shall make adequate 
appropriations to the agricultural 
department of the state govern­ 
ment to enable said department 
to efficiently carry on the work 
for which it was created, to en­ 
able that department, 
in con 
nection with its crop reporting 
system, to co-operate with the 
agricultural department of other 
cotton-growing states and with 
the federal government in se­ 
curing and periodically publish­ 
ing reliable statistics of cotton 
consumption, manufacturing and 
trade information, gathered from 
a1] cotton-consuming countries, 
and to the end that the public 
may have reliable information 
concerning the amount of cotton 
required for consumption, as well 
a9 the amount which probably 
will be produced. 


LIQUOR LEGISLATION 


5. 
We favor the enactment of 
a law by the next legislature 
which will require every saloon in 
the state to dose its place of 
business at 9:30 o’clock p. 
rn. 
each week day and to keep the 
same closed until 6 o'clock a. rn. 
the following day and from 9:30 
o’clook Saturday until 6 a. rn. 
Monday, and empower any in ­ 
corporated city or town to close 
saloons earlier after sunset if the 
people of such city or town deem 
it advisable. 
We favor the enactment of a 
law by the next legislature em­ 
powering the city commission or 
city counoil of each and every 
city or town in the state to pre­ 
scribe the districts within which 
the intoxicating liquors may be 
licensed within such city or town 
and empowering such city com­ 
mission or city council to pro­ 
hibit the location of saloons in 
residence districts where not in ­ 
consistent witn the general laws 
enacted by the legislature. 
We favor an amendment to the 
ocai option system which will 
Drovide that the people of any 
county, or subdivision thereof, 
may order an election in 
like 
manner that an electron on pro- 
libition is ordered, and may vo*e 
to confine the sale of intoxicat­ 
ing liquors to unbroken pack­ 
a g e and prohibit the drinking 
of same on the premises where 
sold. 
Provided, that this section 
shall not apply to those counties, 
and subdivisions 
of counties, 
where local 
option 
has 
been 
adopted and is in force. 


ELECTION LAWS 


6. 
We favor a general revis­ 
ion of the Terrell election law. to 
the end that the individual voter 
may be fully protected in his 
right to cant an 
untrammeled 
ballot and have it honestly count­ 
ed as he caste it. 
VVe especially 
favor an amendment to section 
120 of said law so as 
to provide 
that the will of the greatest 
number of voters of any precinct 
county or district in 
a primary 


electioriwhall be reflected by the 
delegates e’ected by such pre­ 
cinct, county or district to a state 
or district convention. 
The provision now prohibiting 
campaign contributions by cor­ 
porations to any candidate or to 
influence any election should be 
extended to apply to all persons 
and corporations required to ob­ 
tain a permit or license from the 
state to do business, and 
we 
further declare for the 
enact­ 
ment of a law requiring the pub­ 
licity of all campaign contribu­ 
tions and 
expenditures in all 
elections both before and after 
ail elections. 
We favor the passage af a law 
prohibiting the 
acceptance 
of 
money for the making of political 
speeches in all elections and pre­ 
scribing severe penalties for the 
circulation of campaign lies and 
slanders for the purpose of in­ 
juring persons who may be as­ 
pirants for public office.

A Record Heiletorm. 
One of the w orst hailstorms ever 
known in the United States occurred 
Sept. 5, 1898, in Nodaway county. Mis­ 
souri. 
T he path of the storm was 
nbout three miles wide and eighteen 
miles long, its greatest violence being 
felt over a region of four square milos 
east of C la rm o n t 
At one point in this 
region the fall of bail was so heavy 
th a t a d rift unprotected by artificial 
means rem ained lying on the ground 
for four weeks a fte r the storm. 
A t tbs 
end of th a t time people in th e neigh­ 
borhood w ere found gathering th e hail 
for the purpose of making ice cream. 
During the storm cylindrical pieces of 
ice w ere picked up four inches long 
by about tw o and a half in diam eter. 
The grow ing corn was practically all 
destroyed. 
In a field of eighty acres 
only one stalk w as left standing.—Chi­ 
cago News.

S e c tio n I. That Article XVI of the 
Constitution of the State of Texas be 
mended by adding thereto a new «e>c*

Board

Commissioners 
charged by law with the control and 
management of the State Prisons shall

Senate Joint Resolution to amend 
Section 51, of Article I, of the Consti­ 
tution of the State of Texas, so as to 
authorize the grant of aid to indigent 
and disabled Confederate soldiers and 
sailors and their widows, and to sol­ 
diers who served in the militia and in 
organizations for the protection of 
frontier and their indigent widows, 
and to gram aid for the establishment 
and maintenance of a home for the 
indigent and dependent wives and wi­ 
dows of Confederate soldiers and sai­ 
lors, and and such women as aided 
the Confederacy, 
and authorize a 
special ad valorem pension tax, and 
making appropriations for same. 
Be it enacted by the Legisla­ 
ture of the State of Texas: 


SaCTiON I. That Section 51, Article 
3, of the Constitution of the State of 
Texas 
be amended as to hereafter 
read as follows: 


A r t ic l e 3. S e c t io n 51. The Legis­ 
lature shall have no power to make 
any grant or authorize the making of 
any grant of public money to any in­ 
dividual, association of individuals, 
municipal or other corporation what­ 
soever; provided, however, the Legis­ 
lature may grant aid to indigent and 
disabled Confederate soldiers and sai­ 
lors who came to Texas prior to Jan 
uary I, 1900, and their widows in indi 
gent circumstances, and who have 
been bona fide residents of the State 
of Texas since January I, 1900, and 
who were married tosuch soldiers and 
sailors anterior to January I, 1900; 
to indigent and disabled soldiers,who 
under special laws of the State of Tex­ 
as, during the war between the States 
served for a period of at least six 
months in organizations for the pro­ 
tection of the frontier against Indian 
raids or Mexican marauders, and to 
indigent and disabled soldiers of the 
militia of the State of Texas, who 
were in active service for a period of 
at least six months during the w ar be­ 
tween the States, to the widows of 
such soldiers who are in indigent cir­ 
cumstances. and who were married to 
such soldiers prior to January 1,1900, 
provided that word “ widow” in the 
preceeding lines of this section shall 
not apply to women born since 1861, 
and also grant aid for the establish­ 
ment and maintenance of a home for 
said soldiers aud sailors, their wives 
and widows, and women who aided in 
the Confederacy under such regula­ 
tions and limitations as may be pro­ 
vided for by law; provided, the le g is ­ 
lature may provide for husband and 
wife to remain together in the home.

House Joint Resolution proposing 
an amendment to Section 5, of Article 
ll, of the Constitution of the State of 
Texas, providing for cities of more 
than five thousand (5000) inhabitants 
to adopt their charter by a vote of the 
people. 
Be it resolved by the Legisla­ 
ture of the State of Texas: 


S e c t io n I. That Section 5 of Arti­ 
cle II of the Constitution of the State 
of Texas be amended so as to hereaf­ 
ter read as follows- 


Section 5. Cities having more than 
five thousand (5000) inhabitants may, 
by a majority vote of the qualified 
voters of said city, at an election hold 
for that purpose, adopt or amend their 
charters, subject to such limitations 
as may bo prescribed by the Legisla­ 
ture, and providing that no charter 
or any ordinance passed ender said 
charter shall contain any provision 
inconsistent with the Constitution of 
the State, or of the general laws enac­ 
ted by the Legislature of this State; 
said cities may levy, assess and col­ 
lect such taxes as may be authorize! 
by law or by their charters; but no tax 
for any purpose shall ever he lawful 
for any one year, which shall exceed 
two and one-half per cent of the tax­ 
able property of such city, and no 
debt shall ever be created by any city, 
unless at the same time provision be 
made to assess and collect annually a 
ufficient sum to pay the interest there- 
n and creating a sinking fund of at 
least two per cent thereon; and pro­ 
vided further,that no city charter shall 
be altered, amended or repealed often­ 
er than every two years. 


S e c t io n 2. The Governor of this 
State is hereby directed to issue the 
necessary proclamation, submitting 
this amendment to the qualified voters 
of Texas at the next general election 
held in this State, or in case any pre­ 
vious election shall be held in this 
State for other purposes, then this 
proposed amendment shall be submit­ 
ted to the qualified voters of the State. 
At such election, those favoring the 
amendment shall have writtenor print­ 
ed on their ballots, the words: “ For 
amendment to Section 5, Article II 
of the Constitution, authorizing cities 
of more than five thousand inhabitants 
to adopt their charters by a vote of

people;” those opposing said 
amendment shall have written 
or 
printed on their ballots the words: 
' ‘Against amendment to Section5,Ar­ 
ticle II, of the Constitution, authoriz­ 
ing cities of more than five thousand 
mnabitanta to adopt thelrcharters by 
a vote of the people.”
